JAY'S CLOSE CALL. 


District-Attorney Martine Al- 
most Persuaded to Order 
His Arrest. 


After a Conference With Gould’s Attor- 
ney the Case is Dropped. 


An Interesting Scene in the District Attor- 
ney’s @ffice—Lawyer Goodwin Arranges 
a Compromise by Which Mr. Gould Is 
Permitted to Sail To-Day for Europe—A 
Long Talk Withthe Railroad Magnate— 
His Trip Abroad—The Present Condition 
of Financial and Railroad Affairs—Some- 
thing About Telegraph and Cable Lines. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, October 29.—The matter of the 
criminal complaint against Jay Gould and 
Russell Sage laid betore the Grand-jury by 
District-Attorney Martine at the request of 
Lawyer W. H. De Lancey, counsel forthe Kan- 
sas Pacific Trust bondholders, in their efforts 
to recover the Denver Pacific stock, assumed 
a rather serious aspect yesterday, and 
threatened to interfere with Mr. Guuld’s pro- 
posed departure for Europe to-day. Lawyer 
Almon Goodwin, counsel for Jay Gould, yes- 
terday visited the District-Attorney’s office 
andtried to convince Mr. Martine that this 
was nv cause for criminal actionin the com- 
plaint, and earnestly requested that no steps 
be taken to prevent Mr. Gould's departare on 
the Umbria to-day, promising to return later 
with afidavits supporting the ground he had 
tuken. 

‘*This case would have been settled now if 
Mr. De Lacney had not written to me with- 
drawing the compiaint,’’ said Mr. Martine. 
‘*Still I may be able to finish its consideration 
by Monday or Tuesday.’’ 

‘*‘But Mr. Gould sails to-morrow on the Um- 
bria,’’ urged Mr. Goodwin. | 

‘‘He expects to,’’ corrected Mr. 
significantly. 

‘‘The Grand-jury is not in session to- 
morrow,’’ Mr. Goodwin suggested. 

‘*‘No, but this court is always open, and our 
judges have all the necessary power, as has 
been shown in the aldermanic cases,’’ Mr. 
Martine replied. ‘‘I think Mr. Gould had 
better delay his departure until this matter 
issettied. Ido not think he had better sail 
to-morrow, Ido not think he will.’’ 

WILL GO ANYHOW. 

The way Mr. Martine spoke convinced his 
hearers that be had almost made up his mind 
to have Mr. Gould placed under bonds in the 
criminal complaint, or else prevent his ale 
parture till the matter was settied, unless Mr.

GOULD TALKS. 

The representative of the 
had a long talk with Mr. Gould yesterday in 
his office inthe Western Union building. The 
great financier spoke freely of his plans for

His remarks are frequently lightened 
with apleasant natural bumor which illuml- 
nates his meaning and makes many of his sen- 
tences rememberable. Atsuch timesa slow 
smile steals over his face, developing occasion- 
ally into a hearty laugh. Although a document 
layon Mr. Gould's knee during all the time 
that he was talking, which had the familiar 
and distinguishing characteristics of a doo- 
tor’s bill, Mr. Gould looks exceedingly well.

A BRIGHT OUTLOOK. 

‘*‘Tdo not Kknow,’’ said Mr. Gould, smiling. 
‘*T scarcely think now that there will be much 
ofa bull market to amount to anything before 
the firstof the year. People make up their 
accounts then, pay their bills and ascertain 
how they stand. Then they are ready to do 
something. Ihave knoWn of arise occurring 
in December and it may occurthis vear. And 
itis brought about by the same people who 
have to start early to get there. They see 
how things are goingtobe and they start 
uwayintime. Imust say the outlook to me 
seems very favorable. Things were never in 
a better condition down on the street or 
established on a sounder foundation. The 
low prices waich have prevailed during the 
long time of depression out of which we now 
seem to be emerging, have been taken advan- 
tage of by shrewd investors to buy stocks and 
they have taken them right outof the street. 
I was going over the books of the Missouri Pa- 
cific with agentleman the other dayand we 
noted over 40,000 shares of stock which had, 
within the last few months, been taken out of 
the names of brokers and now standin the 
names of small investors. Practically the 
same thing has happenedin the stock of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. If you 
could get behind the scenes I firmly believe that 
you would find that $50,000,000 of stocks have 
been bought and paid for during the summer 
just past, and this has introduced anew and 
very interesting element in the situation down 
in Wall street, asituation which, by the way, 
has many novel features and has been chang- 
ing continuously during the past year.*’ 

‘*How about money?’’ 

‘‘Money is very easy now, and the chief 
reason for it is that these absolute investments 
which I speak of have been made in the divi- 
dend-paying stocks, and these investments, it 
is interesting to note, have two entirely dis- 
tinct and beneficial influences in the money 
market. They not only put a considerable 
quantity of cash in the banks which they want 
there to loan, but a large amount of stocks 
ordinarily speculated in are 
the street, and the amount of securities to be 
loaned is thus reduced. With stocks bought 
on margin they remain in the street and 
are loaned on again and again. Then 
the United States Treasury has done a 
great deal to simplify the woney 
situation, and it has been done 
with exceeding skill. The money put in clir- 
culation by the Treasury through the purchase 
of bonds, and the anticipation of Interest 
come exactly atthe right time to relieve the 
more pressing and dangerous stringency, and 
the amount of money paid out was exactly 
right to meet the requirements of the occasiun. 
It was not sufficientto prompt or encourage 
any wild or reckless speculation, but served to 
afford the reliefthat at the time was sorely 
needed. Ithink the Treasury deserves agreat 
deal of credit for its action In the matter. It 
displayed an Intell'gent and deliberate appre- 
clation of the situation.’’

GOVERNMENTAL CONTROL. 

**Do you believe, Mr. Gould, that the dis- 
cussion of pvussible Governmental contra] of 
the telegraph lines which was started aguif at 
the time your company purchased the Balti- 
more & Ohio lines indicates any earnest and 
thoughtful movement in that direction, and 
do youthink any results will flow from itin 
the near future?’’ 

‘*Il do not think the Government wants to go 
into the tele raph business, and I think the 
more they look into it the less will be the de- 
sire. Ovt of 27,000 employes on onr lines 
about twenty thousand of them 
paid at least in part by = the 
road companies on whose lines 
telegraph offices are located. This arrange- 
ment is effected, of course, for the reason that 
in this way the railroads secure the a 
service which is absolutely necessary for the 
conduct of their business more cheaply than 
would be possible in any other way. More 
than twelve thousand out of our 16,000 offices 
are the property of railroad companies, and 
are lighted, heated and furnished by them. 
In some cases we do no more than 
furnish the poles and wires and pay a foreman — 
and the railroads do everything else In provid- 
ing for operat.ng expenses nd keeping the 
lines in repair. These arrangements are ex- 
cellent things for the railroads and its services 
are extremeiy advantageous to the telegraph 
company. It makes it easy for us to do busi- 
ness atu profit where, under different condl- 
tions, we could not do it at all, or if we per- 
sisted in doing it, we should meet with ruin- 
ous losses. It ts scarcely necessary to say that 
the Government could not form what is prac- 
tically a partnership with these railroad 
corporations, a partnership which so far as 
we are concerned is eminently proper, legiti- 
mate and protiteuble. In default of such 
arrangements, however, the Governments 
could not operate our telegraph lines without 
avery large and startiing yeurly deficit. Of 
course the Government bas the power to buy 
tn all the telegraph lines atan appraised value 
if it wants to, but I think it will not want to. 

THE ENGLISH POSTAL TELEGRAPH LINES. 

‘*‘Do not the postal telegraph tines in Bn- 
land which are Operated by the Post-oflice pay 
large revenues?’ 

‘*No, they are operated at a yearly loss, and 
then it must be remembered that in a country 
like England the telegraph business is concen- 
trated in a comparatively small numberof 
oftices, and their lines cover no such extent of 
te rritory as we have here. There is another 
fuct about the English lines which is worthy of 
note: They have cost much more than the 
Western Union lines have, taking our entire 
stock as representing the property. We have 
nearly six hundred thousand wiles of wire; 
and about $5,000,000 0f stock. The English 
wires have cost the Government about a 
mile.’’ 

‘*Tnen you do not think there is much water 
in the Western Union Telegraph stock?’ 

‘‘There is very little water in itto-day. The 
various issues of stock which people regard 
as water have been quite counterbalanoed by 
the earnings of the company which have been 
put into new lines andinto valuable proper- 
ties and equipment at great terminal sta- 
tions.’’ 

THE CABLES. 

‘*Now, Mr. Gould, about the cables. What 
will be the outcome of the present war?’’ 

‘‘Ilcan not teil yet. This much is certain. 
Nobody is making any money at the current 
rates, and under these circumstances it is 
naturally the int-rest and the desire of all 
parties concerned to bring the conflict to as 
speedy a termination as possible. But there 
are 80 many Cables that the situation is very 
complicated. On the one hand there are the 
Mackay cables, and the French cable which 
has recently withdrawn from the pool. We 
have the Anglo-American and the Direct, and 
itis dificult to harmonize all the conflicting 
interests. Imet Mr. Mackay prrsonally last 
summer, and negotiations were conducted for 
some time, but without effecting any useful 
résult. Atlastthe attempt to accommodate 
matters was dropped, and the Commercial 
Cable Company thereupon reduced its rates 
to 12 cents. I can not say that we 
have feltany damaging effect on our business 
by reason of the Gommercial Company meet- 
ing our rate, but we are belped materially be- 
cause of our land lines connecting with 
it. I presume some agreement as to cable 
rates will be ultimately arrived at as it is not 
fair to apenas that the companies wish to 
continue for an indefinite period of time doing 
business at an actual lo-s.

ACCUSED OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Arrest of Nicholas Bohn, a Well-Known 
Local Politician. 


Nicholas Bobn, a well-known Democratic 
politician, was arrested in the Fourth Dis- 
trict this morning and locked up on a charge 
of embezzlement. For the last four years he 
bas been employed as a salesman and col- 
lector by William Waltke & Co., the well- 
known soap manufacturers of Second street 
and Grand avenue, North St. Louis. Kecent- 
ly the firm learned that he was short in 
his accounts. They found on presenting 
it bill to one of their customers 


that it had already been paid to Bohn, who 
had made noreturn on it to his employer. 
This ledtoan investigation and they found 
that Bohn collected bills from numerous cus- 
tomers on which he had neglected to make 
returns. Instance after instance turned up 
and they bave already discovered enough to 
convince them that the total will foot up over 
$3,000. Just how much he hastaken and how 
long he has been at it they do not 
know. When charged with the offense it 
is said that Bohn admitted it and abscribed his 
downfall to drink. He belongs toa good fam- 
ily here, and as they are possessed of consider- 
able means it was thoughtthat they would 
and thatthe matter 
would all be settied to-day. This morning Mr. 
John Spuering, a member of the firm of 
Walker & Co., called on Officer Gleason to ar- 
rest Bohn. The latter was taken to tbe Fourth 
District and locked up. He was 
afterward removed to the Four 
Courts, where he was placed in the 
hold-over. Mr. Spuering then swore to in- 
formation for a warrant, charging Bohn with 
the embezzlement of $3,000. It is still believed 
that Bohn’s relatives will make his shortave 
good, and thus get him outof his present 
predicament. 

Bobn is one of the best-known politicians in 
the north end of tne city.

To the President and Directors of the Merchants’ 

Firchange: 

We, the undersigned, representing the Mer- 
chunts’ Br dge Company, desire to submit the 
following for your information and considera- 
tion: 

During the latter part of 1885 and the begin- 
ning of iss86 several bills granting franchises 
tor bridges across the Mirsissippi river at this 
point were pend ng in the National Legisla- 
ture. The projectors of those enterprises 
submitted said bills to the ‘lrans- 
portation C‘oumittee of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange for its endorsement. That 
comrnittee, not knowins in what interest the 
bridges would be operated if constructed, 
declined to endorse any of the bills presentrd 
to it, butonthe 25th of March, 1886, recom- 
| inended to the Board of Directors to apply to 
Congress for a franchise to the Merchants’ 
kxchange for a bridge at this point, with 
power to assign the same. The Directors ap- 
proved ofthe suxgestion and instructed the 
attorney of .the Exchange to prepare 
such a bill. He intormed them, 
however, that the charter of the Exchange 
would not permit it to construct or operate a 
bridge, and consequently Congress would not 
vrant ita franchise for that purpose, where- 
upon the directory in joint meeting with the 
Transportation Committee selected thirteen 
citizens to act as grantees and as trustees for 
the Exchange. Our representatives in Con- 
gress then iniormed you that Congress would 
not grant such a franchise to individuals, and 
your subscribers are under the im- 
pression that no further official action 
wus tuken by the Board of Directors. 
The undersigned, however, associated them- 
selves together as the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Bridge Company, which was duly incorpo- 
rated with a capital stock of $500,000. All of 
the stock was subscribed for by the under- 
signed in the proportion set oppusite our re- 
spective names. From that time the St, 
Louis Merchants’ Bridge Company was made 
the grantee in the bill, and several of the un- 
dersizned have made visits to Washington in its 
interests and have also devoted considerable 
time and labor toward prvmoting its passage. 
No debts have been incurred by the Briaye 
Company as a corporation, but the expenses 
attending our labor have been defrayed by the 
Merchants’ Exehange and ourselves. The 
bilinan amended forin, as you are aware, 
passed both Houses of Congress on the 19th of 
January, and bas doubtiess been signed Dy 
the President ere this and is now a law.

INMATES ALARMED, 


A REPORT THAT SCARED THE OLD FOLKS 
AT THE POOR-HOUSE. 


Assessor Temple Says He Has No Notion of 
Resigning His Position at the City Hall— 
No New Requests for Franchises, and | 
the Reason Why There Are None—The | 
Special tlection—Births and Deaths of | 
the Week—Municipal Matters. 


Superintendent Cleary of the Poor-house 
has had trouble in his family recently. The 
Missouri Crematory on Arsenal street, near 
the institution, is nearing completion, and the 
character of the building has just been learned 
by the inmates of the Poor-house. The news 
was brought in by some of the friends of the 
paupers, who gavea vivid description of the 
process of burning bodies. The account has 
lost none of its terrible detaiis since it first 
came into circulation inthe wards. Some im- 


adjunct of the Poor-house, and that hereafter 
all the old persons dying there would be cre- 
mated instead of buried. The fear is not 
without some foundation. For many 
years Potter’s Field, in which hundreds 
are buried annually, has been growing toward 
the Poor-house vegetable fields—rows of 
graves occupy ng ground that formerly was 
more profitably filled with rows of cabbage- 
heads, string beans and other substantial veg- 
etables intended for home consumption. The 
okd people have become pretty generally con- 
vinced that the city has solved the problem of 
room, which the increment of grave- 
yard and the decrement of gar- 
den space made a serious one for 
the economical management of the institu- 
tion. They all believe that their poor bodies 
would be disposed of by this ‘‘unchristian- 
like’’ method of burning. Someof the old 
people who venturedto uphold the recom- 
mendations of cremationists bauye been de- 
nounced us ‘‘heathenish paupers’’ and ostra. 
cised by their fellow inmates. The 
alurm became so general at the _  in- 
stitution that Superintendent Cleary vis- 
ited the refectories yesterday and assured 
the oid folks that the crematory had nothing 
to do with the Poor-bouse and that no altera- 
tions will be made in the burial customs of the 
institution. Atthe Mayor's office to-day Mr. 
Cleary said: ‘*The alarm of some of the poor 
creatures over the report was really pitiful. 
Cremation has very few advocates in that in- 
stitution. Ass on as the report spread there 
was a big mail. out to friends asking them to 
call, with a view of making other arrange- 
ments for funerals than the crematouy plan. 
They. were very much disturbed over the 
reports,’’ 


Births and Deaths. 


Since noon last Saturday 165 deaths occurred 
inthis city. During the previous weeek the 
listran uptol72. The rate per thousand as 
calculated is 20.43. Of the total number of 
deaths, twenty-seven were of children under 
lyear of ave, and twenty-eight of persons 
over 60 years. Two suicides and four homi- 
cides were reported during the week. Within 
the same time 207 births were reported to the 
Heaith Department. Twenty-one deaths were 
attributed to diputheria. 


Temple Will Not Resign. 


An unfounded published statement that the 
Assessor and Collector of Water Rates, Joseph 
Temple, intended to resign in order to accept 
a position with the Missouri Pacific Railroad 


caused considerable talk at the City Hall to- 
day. Mayor Francis suid be had heard noth- 
ing whatever of Mr. Temple's intention to 
resign. rhe Assessor said that as far as the 
surprise was concerned he had bad very little 
advantage over his friends. He said: ‘‘Il am 
not contemplating resigning. Ihaveno such 
proposition under consideration at present 
from the Missouri Pacific Railroad Company. 
I have accepted this office and am gvuing to 
discharge its duties to the best of my abili- 
ties.’’ Mr. Temple said that with the consent 
of all parties he would continue in bis present 
office. 


Nothing Wanted. 


Although the Assembly will meet within two 
weeks not a single new bill has been reported 
at the City Hall asking for any important fran- 
chise. Possibly this may be explained by the 
fact that nearly every municipal privilege 
worth baving has been asked for already. 
The Delegates state that they have not 
bad a single plan explained to them during 
the long recess. They seem to bein the dark 
about the character oi the work which will be 
called before the Assembly at the next session, 
The Water-works bill willoccupy considerable 
time. 


No Opposition. 


Members of the Assembly visiting the City 
Hail to-day expressed themselves as believing 
that the ordinance submitting the street 
sprinkling special tax provision will not meet 
with any opposition in the Assembly. The 
mubicipal officers are. all. in favor of 
the amendment, and the only opposition will 
be from the. owners of large tracts of unim- 
proved real estate, and the street-»eprinkling 
contractors. The defeat of the plan to pay for 
street-sprinkling by special tax will throw the 
whole svstem back to the old scheme, as it ig 
generally considered that the city cannot pay 
the expenses out of the municipal revenue, 


Municipal Matters.

The petitioners in 
this proceeding allege that Kaub refused to 
call a meeting of the stockholders of 
the company named above for the election of 
Directors as the law requires, but went down 
to the place of meeting on acertain day and 
elected himself President and Treasurer and 
his wife Secretary. 

It is also alleged that he issued stock of the 
concern to the petitioners on payment of 
$10,000, and that such issue was irregular, and 
that an increase of capital was not carried out 
fin conformity with the law relating to cor- 
porations. 

Judge Lubke said that he would peruse the 
petition and ifthe chowing was suflicient an 
order to show cause would be granted, re- 
turnable on Monday atzo’clock. The capital 
stock of the company is $40,000, andonly 26,- 
000 is represeuted in cash. 


A Common Law Marriage.

A FIENDISH DEED. 


Two Tramps Assault send Murder a Woman 
and Her Daughter. 


MONTREAL, October 29.—Another case of 
murder and assault was brought to light in 
this neighborhood to-day. At St. Scholas- 
tique early yesterday morning, a farmer, 
passing in a wagon, heard groans issuing from 
a barn owned by one Fillan. He opened the 
door and found two women lying in pools of 
biood. One was dead and the other dying.

Paris, October 29.—A banquet was given 
last night in the great dining hall of the Con- 
tinental IMtel, forthe purpose of commemo- 
rating the inauguration f the Statue of Liberty 
in the harbor of New York. The banquet was 
given by the members of the French deleyga- 
tion to the United States on that occasion, and 
the invitations were issued in the name of

NEW YOrK,October 29.—Ruiolph Bachmann, 
the New York photographer, whose trouble 
with the Swiss police in connection with an 
alleged murdez and the abduction of a young 
girl was reported here by cable, has returned 
home. Hetellsa harrowing tale of his late 
experience. Although he has beenten years 
in this country and claims tobe a citizen of 
the United States, he speaks very little En- 
glish. He told his story in German. 

‘*I was visiting my mother and sisters,’’ said 
Mr. Bachmann, ‘‘at Armisweil in the Canton of 
Thurgau. One Saturday evening, after 
a walk with them, we returned 
and found Miss Minna Spiess, 
a@young lady of 19 years, visiting the land- 
lady's daughter. I was introduced to her, and 
in the course of the conversation I made the 
remark: ‘lam going home on Tuesday next, 
s0 letus have refreshments and wine.’ My 
invitation was accepted and we went out. 
The landlady, ber daughter, my mother, and 
sisters made up the party. At 9 o’clock 
Minna’s brother came and in a gruff way, told 
herto go home. Minna said to us: ‘IfI gol 
will be beaten,’ and complained of the cruel 
treatment from which she suffered at home, 
and suggested that she would be glad to go to 
America and earn her own living. Half an 
hgur later ber mother came and created a 
great disturbance. I took her outside and told 
her to take her daughter home if she wisheds 
but not to disturb our party. The daughter 
had hardls left us when her mother slapped 
her in the facé, and my sister said that when 
they got to the house the mother beat her un- 
mercifully. Ifelt terribly incensed at what I 
had seen, and without any thought of the late- 
ness ofthe hour sent my sisters to Minna’s 
house to -say thatif she wished to come to 
Americal would advance the money neces- 
sary. Subsequently, in the presence of my 
sisters, I met her at the railroad station. 
There she showed me her arms, which were 
covered with

She had decided to come, and said she wgas 
very happy to get away from the beatings. 
To put her parents off the track, Minna 
walked with my sister Rudoiphina and 
met me at the station, Then we traveled 
to Basle and drove tothe Hote) Schiff, where 
we had dinner. After dinner we took 
a walk, and when wereached the window of 
the Daily News office we saw the picture of a 
dead man with acut across hisforehead. He 
wus astranger, and areward of 300 francs was 
offered for his identification, Strange as it 
may seem, I remembered taking the picture of 
that man in New York, and going inside I told 
whatI knew. They told me there to go to the 
police station. Isaid I had not time, asI was 
to start in an bour, but promised to forwarda 
photograph wben I reached home. When we 
reached the railroad station three detectives 
surrounded me. They searched me aad psked 
for my passport. The search showed that I 
had a bank book with a_ credit of 
$13,500 inthe German Savings Bank at New 


York, besides some hundred of francs in 
money. Then my troubles beganin earnest. 
I was taken tothe police station, and Minna 
ulso was arreste There everything was 
taken from me. When I toid my story the 
magistrate said we could not hold me for ab- 
ducting a 19-year-old girl, so he turned the in- 
vestization to the photocraph. My answers 
satisfied him, and I was discharged. But the 
train had gone, so Minnaand I went back to 
the Hotel Schiff and spentthenight. The next 
morning 
WH WERE ARRESTED AGAIN 

and locked up until 2:30 o’clock, when we were 
again brought before ut magistrate. ‘It is 
necessary to bold you,’ he said; ‘there may 
be something against you.’ He wanted me to 
go back to Canton Thurgau without a requisi- 
tion, but I positively refused. I demanded 
protection of the American Consul but they 
would pot let me get word tohim. The higher 
court decided that I could not be held on the 
charge of abduction, so a trumped-up charge 
of some vague business trouble was made, 
and on that | was extradited back to Canton 
Thurgau. When! got there I was imprisoned 
for eight days in a gloomy cell, lighted only 
by a hole in the ceiling, and was not permitted 
either to see or communicate with friends or to 
retain alawyer. And all this while there was 
apparently no charge against me. Finally, 
Iwas brought into courtonacharge of ab- 
duction; nothing was said of the pretended 
charge on which I had been extradited. That, 
it seems, Was merely acovertomy own ab- 
duction. Minna, who had been arrested ona 
Similar charge of fraud, was held in Basle 
until her father came and took her home. In 
court they gave me no chance to make a state- 
ment, but asked questions, stamped their feet 
and virtually forced me to answer to suit 
them, or drowned myvolice. Minna’s father 
was there with lawyers and wante d me to pay 
for running off with his daughter. I said 
that I ha not money enough to talk 
of paying. The Prosecuting Attorney 
at once jumped up and said, ‘Why, 
you have tele Seraphed home for some,’ 
and that was true, as I had sent for $300. 
Finally, to get outof all the trouble, 1 offered 
to pay 1, 000 frances to settle the matter. ‘Why, 
Sol bank book calls for more,’ said the 

*rosecuting Attorney, who appeared to know 
all about my private affairs. Ll asked the father 
how much money he wanted. He said about 
3,000 francs. Then the bell rang and I was put 
back in prison. An hour later my mother 
called, and for the first time after many at- 
tempts was admitted to my cell. She said: 
‘For God's suke do not payasou. I have in- 
quired of alawyerand he saysthey have no 
claim. He also says you have been irregu- 
larly arre ated and held. 

BLACKMAIL. 
After this I got very sick in prison and 
to my mother to pay anything 
me out, and telegraphed _=§ to 
for $00 more. Three »e0- 
ple whom my mother had never seen iden- 
tified my mother at the bank and 1,500 franes 
were paid over to Spiess. I was not dise harged 
untilnext day, and was then fined $50 and 
costs. My frie nds wanted me to fight the mat- 
ter, but 1 was glad to get away atany cost. I 
went to Basle and paid my hotel bill and 
cabled to stop payment on my bankbook. My 
trunk was etained a week longer. I 
did not see it till I got to Amer- 
iea, and then found that it had been 
rifled. I had bought some silk dresses 
and underclothing us presents in America and 
they had been taken 
they-were Minna’s pieces. My iwother and the 
daughter of the landlord in Armisweil have 
come to America. They are now in New York 
andcan swear to the truth of a partof this 
story.’’

The King of Samoa’s Letter to the British 
and American Consuls. 


SaN FRANCISCO, October 29.—The steamer 
Zealandia from Australia, brings full details of 
the surrender of Malietoa, the native King of | 
the Samoan Islands, to the German oflicials.

British Consuls on the islands, a day ortwo 
before his surrender. Following is the full 
text of the letter: 


‘*I, Malietoa, King of Samoa, write this let- 
ter to you as lam now in distress. When the 
Chief Tamasese and others

and American Consuls I refrained from doing 
80. I wus repeatedly told by the representa- 
tives of the British and American Govern- 

ments that they would afford me and

the Samoan people. Relying upon 
these promises, I did not put down ‘the rebel- 

lion. Now, I find that w ar has been made 
upon ine by the Emperor of Germany, and 
Tamasese has been proclaimed King of Samoa. 
The German forces and adherents of Tamasese 
threaten to make war upon all the Samoan 
people who do not acknowledge Tamasese as 
King. I.minnocentof any wrongful act, and 
Ihe reby protest agaist the action of Germany, 
but as the German nation is strong and I am 
weak, lyield to their power to prevent my 
people being slaughtered. Ishall deliver my- 
self up to the German forces to-morrow to pre- 

vent bloodshed, and cutofloveto my people. I 
desire to remind you of the promises so re- 

peatedly made by your Governments and 
trust that you willso far redeem them as to 
cause the lives and liberties of iny chiefs and 
peuple to be respected. I wishto inform you 
that I fear that the Germans will compel me— 
as they are now forcing my people—to sign 
papers acknowledging Tamasese as King, and 
ifIl sign such papers it will only be under 
compuision and to avoid war being made on 
my people, MALIETOA, King of Samoa.’’

ALMOST AN EPIDEMIC, 


The Number of Young Girls Whe Wander 
From the Right Path. 


This thing of girls under age entering dis- 
disreputable houses appears to have become 
epidemic here. Every few days the police are 
called upou to take some young girl from one 
of these places. 1 sides the white girls men 
tioned lately, the contagion has spread to the 
colored girls as well, and last night three of 
them, who are under age, were taken from 
one den. Mrs. Madison, an aged colored 
woman, living at No. 725 Sonth ‘Lhird street, 
approached Otlicers McMullen and King, 
and told them that her 16-year-old 
daughter, Lula Hunter, was in Mollie Laza- 
bert’s establishment on Spruce street. The 
girlhad gone to look fora place to work asa 
domestic, and her mother hud supposed she 
had secured one until a short whiie before, 
when she learned the girl was in the Lambert 
house. McMuilen and hing proceeded to the 
piace with Mrs. Madison and tound her daugh- 
ter. With the girl were two other colored 
girls who did not appear to be over 15 years of 
age, and the trio were all tocked up atthe 
Four Courts. One of the 
Ardelcanty kiliott, gave her 
18 yeurs, and claimed she 
orphan and had been working as a domestic 
in disreputable houses. The other, Abby 
Jefireys, a bright young mulatto, said she was 
17 years old, and the Lambert woman said that 
the girl wasthere by consent of her adopted 
mother. Neither of the girls, the police 
think, areas old as they claim to be. The 
Hunter girl says she is 17 years of age, but her 
mother says sue is only 16. 

After the girls were brought to the 
Courts. Sergeant Lang ordered the 
raided. 
aad Officers McDonald, 
to the place and 
outfit. Three charges 
uguinst the Lum bert woman—keeping 
a house, keeping a girl under age and being 
an inmate. The last charge will have to be 
dismissed, as she cannot be prosecuted both 
asa keeper and inmate, Charges of being in- 
mates were preferred against the other 
women arrested, with the exception of the 
three girls first taken out. They were held 
for investigation. ‘This morning the cases 
came before Judge Cady. Moilie Lambert 
took a continuance until November 4, in the 
three charges against ber, and one 
women, Ella Bricgs, did likewise, The other 
four, Jennie Thornton, Dolly Fosha, Laura 
Cummings, and Hervilia Rosman, pleaded 
guilty and were fined $10 each.

1 don’tthink Ishoteverybody, but I 
tried pretty hard. You might ask me to turn 
a cold shoulder on the wife of my 
bosom. She went with me to the front. She fol- 
lowed me to camp, Shared my dangers, even 
tothe picket, 
battle, and under providence I owe to her 
tender nursing that life was spared me. Why 
should I hate her? If we should turn our backs 
on that man, refuse him our sympathies, 
we would merit the scorn of every 
brave man in this audience, and you would 
feel an absolute contempt forus. When Jeff 
Davis left the United States Senate he left it 
rich with regret and full of political honors. 
For our sakes he became poor and 
debarred forever from political hon- 
ors in his own country.

EXPLODED IN HER HANDS. 


Mrs. Wechsler of Brooklyn Fatally Injured 
by an Inferna! Machine. 


New YorK, October 29.—About 10 o’clock 
last night a young man, aged about 21 years, 
dressed in the garb of an American District 
Telegraph messenger, presented himself at 
the residence of Mr. Joseph Wechsler of the 
dry goods Orm of Wechsler & Abrahams of 
Brooklyn, at No. 829 Washington avenue in 
that city. To the servant who opened the 


door*he handed a small package addressed to 
Mr. Wechsler. That gentleman not being at 
home. the package was carried to Mrs. Wech- 
sier. On opening it she founu within two 
small boxes, one of which was made of 
paper and the other of wood. The latter 
had a sliding topand she attempted to open it. 
She had only pulled the top a little, when 
there was a sudden explosion, and she sprang 
to her feet, screaminy with pain, while her boy 
oined her with his cries. The servants rushed 
nto the room and’ found Mrs. Wechsler ina 
a terrible condition. Her faceand hands were 
aooe eeerated andshe was almost blinded. 
The boy, too, was rolling about the floor in 
agony from the pain caused by lacerations of 
his fuce and hands. 

An examination showed that the faces of 
Mra. Wechsler and her son were filled with 
sinall pieces of metal which had been driven 
Into them by the force of the explosion. The 
boy, while’ painfully hurt,is not considered 
to be in any danger; but in the case of Mrs. 
Wechsler, it is feared that lockjaw may set 
in and that her death is certain. The most 
caretul and minute examination failed 
to disclose any trace of the explo- 
sion and the police are unable to 

_ Bay or even to guess what it 
was. There was no sign of any machin- 
ery to have worked an explosion, and 
none of the little bits of metal about, similar 
to those which were driven into the face of 
Mrs. Wechsier and her son. Where the ex- 
plosive and the pieces of metal were keptis a 
thorough puzzie. The only reasonable expia- 
mation offered was that some new kind of 
chemical compound had been used, which, 
while og-cupying a small apace, has tremen- 
dous fotce, and ts exploded by a slight fric- 
tion. The boxes will be thoroughly and care- 
fully examined to-day by experts, and it Is 
possible that something may yet be found 
which will lead to the discovery of just what 
the explosive was.

Mrconican Orry, Ind., October 29.—After 
gerving a sentence of fifteen years in the 
Northern Indiana Penitentiary, in this city, 
for counterfeiting, Pete McCartney, the 
prince of *‘queer-shovers,’’ will be released

New Foot-Ball Rules. 


The new rules which are to govern college 


foot-ball for the coming season are explained | 
out from New | 


as follows in a letter given 
Haven, Conn., dated October 26: 

‘‘The change in the rules making two 
referees, or rather a referee and an umpire, 
gives the Graduate Committee almost sole 
control over the players in the field. The 
referee is chosen by the captains of the com- 
peting teams, and his labors will be much re- 
duced and rendered more pleasant by the 
presence of the umpire. He will have no oc- 
casion to watch individuals who arepinclined 
to become combative in the heat of the 
game, for the umpire can attend to that, and 
the referee’s attention will therefore be 
centered entirely upon the ball itself, and in 
this way his rulings will be made more easy 
and accurate, 

‘*It may be that the umpires at first may find 
their work hard, for they will either be too 
officious, or else they may become mere 
figureheads, and then the old troubie of slug- 
ging may come into marthesport. Buta 
little practice willsoon enable them to exer- 
cise ypood judgment. There 
quiet and fully as efficient a rush line, a much 
steadier style of playing,
